H E 22d of this Month, the Cardinals, 

to the Number of 34, affembled in the 

Palace of CGardinal Carpegua , the 

eldeft Caidinal re-fiding in this City, 

and held a Congregation of Srate to 
deliberate on the prefent Conjuncture cf Affairs, 
and on the Means for fecuring the Ecclefiaftical 
Territories. They deliberared likewiie what was 
proper to be dowe in the Name of the Pope and of 
the holy Sve, with regard to the circular Letters and 
Manifeftces of the Bmperour, which the Count de 
Caunitz Auditor of the Rota fent to all the Carai- 
nals, who without opening them fent them to his 
Holyneis, ‘bo’ the Refolutions taken in this Con- 
gregation are kept very fecret, we are affur'd the 
greaceft Part of the Cardinals reprefented, that fince 
the Imperialifts after fo many Diforders which they 
have committed in Italy, to the Rvine of the Sub- 
jects of the Ecclefiaftical Srate, had trefpafs’¢ on 
the Patience of the Pope to fuch a Degice as to 
pretend to difpure his Soveraignty, ‘twas neceflary 
to find out Means for oppofing fo many Violences. 
Accordingly the new Levies are continued wich all 
poffible Diligence. 

Genoz, Aug. 4. We had Advice, that the De- 
tachment of the Imperial Regiments of Roccavione 
and Hauccis which were in the Ferrareze, had Or- 
derto march to Piemont: But they halted at Bon- 
deno where the Panaro falls intothe Po. ’Tis be- 
liev'd they were order’d to ftop there, in order to 
their entring with other Troops into the Parmefan, 
to compel the Duke of Parma to do Homage to the 
Emperour, who has declar’d bis Territories to be 
Fees of the Empire, as wel! as 2!) the reft of Italy 
without Exception. Thefe new Pretentions oblige 
all the Princes and States of Italy to arm for the 
Defence of their Libercy, the rather becaufe they 
are perfwaded thatthe German Troops which are 
now acting in Conjunction with the Duke of Savoy, 
will return into Italy to execute the Emperour’s 
Orders. The Advices from Naples, are, that the 
great Scarcity of Corn there continues, that the 
Neapolitans are extremely diffatisfied with Cardinal 
Grimani their new Viceroy, who has caus’d the 
People to be difarm’d ; and that there are in that 
Kingdom but 5000 Germans Effective Men. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Aug. 31. 

Naples, Aug. 7. Couriers are frequently receiv’d 
and difpatch’d about the prefent State of Affairs, 
Which occafions the holding of many Councils. A 
new Edic& has been publith'd, forbidding on Pain 
of Death the fending any Money out of the King- 
dom, by Land or Sea, without the Permiffion of 
the Viceroy. General Carsffa is expedted here 
with the Cavalry from Calebria, in order to march 
with other Troops and a Train of Artillery to the 
Abruzzo, there to act according to the Orders that 
fall come from Spain or the Emperour. German 
Troops continue to be tranfported over the Adria- 
tick Segna, Finme, and other Poris belonging 
to the Houfe of Auftria; and they are landed in the 
Abruzzo and in Apulia, that they may have no Oc- 
cafion to pefs over any Part of the Territories of the 
Church. By Order of the Viceroy Cannon are fent 
to Pofilippo, Nifita, and Procida, and arm’d Barks 
are {ent to cruize on the Coafts of the Kingdom. 
Some Prifoners are expected here, who are accusd 
of a Defign to deliver up the Fortrefs of Pefcara. 

Rome, Aug. 10. The Pope's 4 Galleys are gone 


‘from Civita- Vecchia for Marfeilles, ro convoy from 


thence the Barks which are to tranfport hither the 
Soldiers levied in the Diftri@ of Avignon. Prince 

lo waits at Nettuno for the Galleys of the Duke 
de Turfis's. Squadron, which are to carry him to 


in chief. A Company of 100 Grenadiersis form’d 
here, of Men chofen out of the Levies from divers 
Parts ; and the Couniry ase exeicis’d. Suae 
Roman Gentlemen having folliciced raili:ary Em- 
ployments, the Pope has anfwer’d them, bat he 
was refolv'd to make Ule of Officers of Experience ; 
but thar if to thew their Zeal they would «ach of 
them raife a Company at cheir own Chz.ge, he 
would give item Commiflions ; as bad beea done 
fo the Marquis Rufpoli (who defigns to augment 
his Regimenc to 1000 Men,) and alio to the Mar- 
qaiffes Cavalieri and Buffalo, 

Bologna, Aug. 18. An Order is come hiker from 
Rome, not to give Paifige any more vo hroperial 
Troops to march co the Kingdom of Naples, of to 
furnith them with any Subfittance; Upon whicha 
Meifenger is difpatcn’d vo the Court, to repteient 
the Confequences and Inconveniencies which might 
arifz from Part of the Lmperialifts, of this Order 
fhouid imam:diately be put in Execuiion. Noiwich- 
ftanding ail the Preparations made on bork Sides, 
"tis rumour’d an Accommodation is fet on Foor by 
the Interpofi:ion of the Elector Palatine and the 
great Duke ot Tulcany. 

Venice, Aug. 18. They write from Ferrara, that 
Orders were come thither from Rome for providing 
Quarters for Troops intended to be fest hither. 
The Duke of Modena has view'd certain Pofts near 
the Panaro, accomparied by fome Ingeniers ; and 
tis conjectur'd he dc figns to canfe fome Fortifications 
to be made there. They beat up at Mocena for 
Voluntiers, and all the Forces of that Dutchy are 
order’d to be in a Readinefs to march by the 27th of 
this &éonth: The exporting Horfes out of that 
Durchy is firi@ly forbidden. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Aug. 31 

Peru, Aug. 24. The King has nominated the 
Masfhal de Theife to go in Qualicy of his Plenipo- 
tentiary to the Courts of Rome, Florence, Wenice, 
Genoa, and faima, to bring to a Conciufion a new 
League, which is negociaring againft the Emperour; 
And ‘tis faid that the Pope’s 4 Galleys are already 
arriv’d at (Marfailles, to carry that Marfhal to Civita- 
Vecchia: But "tis very much apprehended that 
the Venetians will not engage in this Alliance, tho’ 
the Marfhal lias order to affure them, that the King 
wili fend to Iraly 20000 Footand 3000 Horfe, af- 
foon as the Fleet of the Allies thall leave the Medi-. 
terranean ro return home; and we reckon, that 
without the Venetians, the other Princes and States of 
Italy will not enter into any fuch League. The 
Plan of that Lezgue is, thar tke two Crowns fhall 
furnith 23000 Men, the Pope 20c00, the Republick 
of Venice 18000, the great Duke of Tufcany 8000, 
the Republick of Genoa 12000, and the Duke of 
Parma 4000. The King has held a great Council, 
to confider whether to hazard a Bactle for the Relief 
of Life: The Perfons of whom that Council was 
compos’d, were much divided in their Sentiments 5 
but the Opinion of the Marhhal de Catinat prevail’d, 
and determin’d his Majefty to attempt the Relief of 
that Place at any Rate. To this End he has fent 
Order for the Garrifons of all the Frontier Places of 
Flanders to reinforce the Army of the Duke of Ber- 
wick, and to the Duke of Burgundy to leave a De- 
tachment on the Canal of Ghent and Bruges and 
joyn the Duke of Berwick ; and ‘tis faid that when 
thofe 2 Armies sre joyn’d, they will make up 170° 
Battallions and 240 Squadrons. )
